A vessel identified as a "cutter” in Project 9007-11 is 
currently located at geographical coordinates 15 Degrees North 
and 123 Degrees West. This location is approximately located 220 
miles south of Isla Clarion. 

In approximately three to five days, this "cutter” will 
receive instructions via callsign 
phonetically identified as 


from a man 


"Hurpner /Harp ner/Hopener/Haup tner /Heart ner /Heart 1 ander ” to unload 
its contraband at Pacific Beach, California. See ENCLOSURE 1. 

The cutter is projected to unload the v rest of its contraband 
at a second location which is Isla Vista, California. See 
ENCLOSURE 2. 


The contraband can be found in "two slide-away decks” that 
are inside the vessel. 

The cutter is registered with the Honduran Port Authority. 
After the cutter drops off its contraband, it will sail to its 
home port of Puerto Cortes, Honduras. See ENCLOSURE 3.
